The special committee*appointed by 
the legislature of 1887 to investigate and 
report upon the subject of convict labor 
has subm itted its report to the present 
legislature. 
Toe report is a very elab - 
orate one, makmg some fifty or sixty 
octavo pa zee. It is the most exhaustive 
report of the kind ever made in this 
state, and is therefore a most valuable 
contribution to the literature bearing up­ 
on the question of prison labor. 
The committee names five systems of 
convict 
labor as follows: The lease 
system, the public-account system, the 
contract system , the piece price system 
and the solitary plan. The committee, 
in examining into the different systems 
thought best to look into the public ac­ 
count, piece price and contract systems. 
In pursuance of thor investigation, they 
made personal examination of the fol­ 
lowing prisons: Joliet, Illinois; house 
of correction, Chicago, Illinois; Michi­ 
gan City, indiana; house of correction, 
Detroit, Michigan: Elm ira reformatory, 
Elm ira, New York; state prison, Auburn, 
New Y irk; Trentoa prison, New Jersey; 
Sing Sing prison, N ew York; eastern 
penitentiary of Pennsylvania, P hiladel­ 
phia, Pennsylvania; state prison, Balti­ 
more, Mary landau!, Wisconsin 
state 
prison 
Concerning the WTeonsm prison the 
report says; “ It is with extreme giati- 
fieation to the committee and m ast be to 
the legislature and the people of the state, 
that the Wisconsin prison is found to 
rank with the best in tbe United States. 
And cb evidence that it is fulfilling its 
music n may be cited the fact that while 
the ratio of convicts to the free popula­ 
tion of the United States is I to 930, in 
Wisconsin including tbe house of cor­ 
rection it is I to 2.9C0 based on the census 
of 1880. 
A nd based on the population 
of to-day we have not more than one 
convict in prison to every 3,500 of oar 
population, being the least rn the United 
States except two. 
We find the disci­ 
pline and the morals of the prison good 
and the relation between the convicts 


b d! foremen, and between prison keep­ 
ers end foremen, and between officers and 
contractors good.” 
There is an e Hurt in this state among 
a few demagogues who axe seeking to 
m ake political capital cf their movement* 
to abolish the contract system and adopt 
in its stead the state Hoccunt system . On 
that point the committee eays: “From its 
history, the state i ('count system may 
very appropriately Le called tbe ‘non­ 
productive labor sy stem .’ ” As an illus­ 
tration the fol .owing is given: “The com­ 
m ittee was cited to a vc ry good illustra­ 
tion of this question of competition under 
the different systems as occurring in New 
York. 
Under the contract system the 
boot and shoe contractor at 
Auburn 
prison sold a certain grade of shoes at 
$24 per case. 
After the state account 
system supplanted the contract system 
the same grade of shoes sold for $21 per 
case. 
It is in the natural course of events 
that the state should sell at less price 
than would the contractor. 
There is not 
the same incentive to the state as to the 
contractor to maintain prices.” 
H ere is another paragraph on the sub­ 
ject: “Tbe contract system is now in 
vogue in the Wisconsin state prison, and 
it is without doubt the best known plan 
for the tm jloym erst of prison iomates. 
U nder Ibis system the state advertises 
for proposals, end to tbe firm or individ­ 
ual t ffenrg the highest price per day for 
the labor of convicts, the contract is 
awarded. It has been a success wherever 
tried, aud in every 6tate where the prison 
population is sufficiently large, the in­ 
stitutions u u d tr this system pay reveQUe 
into tLe state treasury over and aboye 
all 
expenses. 
Under this 
system 
our own prison is more nearly Felf-sus- 
tain irg than it Las ever been before.’’ 
Reports from states where tbe system is 
iD operation are quoted, all of which 
agree in tee riding first piece to the 
tract system . 
“ In reference to the competition of the 
present contractors in tbe

state prisons with outside manufacturers, 
the committee will say that it is too in­ 
finitesimal to waste much time or thought 
upon.

S p r i n g f i e l d , 111., Jan. 22.—Less than a 
quorum was present w len the House met 
Monday afternoon, and although several 
bills were introduced the session lasted less 
than fifteen minutes. 
A joint resolution 
was reported from the Senate providing 
for a separate ballot for United States 
Senator at ll a. rn. Tuesday and a compar­ 
ison and declaration of tho result in joint 
session on the following day. 
It was unan­ 
imously concurred in. 
A message was 
received from the Senate reporting tho 
passage by that body of tho joint resolu­ 
tion providing for sine die adjournm ent of 
tho General Assembly April 2fi and asking 
the concurrence of the House. 
It went 
over under the rules. 
A bill making ap­ 
propriation for the payment of the em­ 
ployes of tho Thirty-sixth General Assembly 
was introduced and read a first time. 
Mr. McElligott introduced a bill amend­ 
ing slightly the law in regard to tho in­ 
corporation of cities and towns, and Mr. 
Reynolds handed in a measure granting to 
the United States certain privileges in the 
construction of a ship canal from tho south 
branch of the Chicago river to the Des- 
plaines, Illinois, or Mississippi river. 
It 
provides that if the United States shall 
agree to construct a canal of sufficient 
depth and width to admit the passage of 
the largest lake and river vessels to and 
from Lake Michigan and the Mississippi 
river the State of Illinois shall give to tho 
government free of charge the labor of the 
penitentiary convicts necessary for the 
construction of such canal. 
During the 
process of construction tho national govern­ 
ment is to maintain ami clothe such con­ 
victs. 
A bill amending the law in regard to 
township insurance companies was intro­ 
duced by Mr. Craig. 
Mr. Krctzinger pre­ 
sented a measure regulating pawnbrowkers 
by making usurious any interest in excess 
of 5 lier cont per month. 
A violation of 
tho proposed law is to subject the pleegee 
to a fine of not less than $25 nor more than 
$200 and work the forfeiture of both prin­ 
cipal and interest. 
A bill introduced by Mr. Carmody of 
Cook, amends the law in relation to foes 
and salaries by reducing tho salaries of cer­ 
tain Cook county officials. 
It reduces m a­ 
terially the salary of clerks of the Superior 
and County courts, the county and probate 
clerks, the county treasurer, sheriff, coro­ 
ner and the recorder of deeds. 
The House adjourned until IO o’clock 
Tuesday. 
The Senate. 
Thoro was far less than a quorum pres­ 
ent when Lieut.-Gov. 
Ray, as presiding 
officer of the Senate, called that august 
body to order at 5 o’clock Monday even­ 
ing. 
Only twelve Senators were present, 
and they seemed very little interested in tho 
brief perfunctory session. 
Clerk Watson 
began reading tho journal of Friday’s ses­ 
sion in a monotonous tone. 
He was inter­ 
rupted by Senator Crawford, on whoso mo­ 
tion tho further reading of the journal was 
dispensed with. 
Senator Thomas then reported back the 
joint resolution, which had been passed by 
the Senate and concurred in by the House, 
providing that tho Senate and tho House of 
Representatives assemble in tho manner 
provided by law, and at ll a. rn. on Tues­ 
day take a separate vote for a Senator in 
Congress to servo for a term of six years, 
and that on Wednesday at 12 o’clock both 
houses shall meet together in joint session 
in tho hall of Representatives and take a 
joint ballot for the candidates for United 
States Senator. 
The joint resolution was 
declared adopted and on motion of Senator 
Crawford the Senate adjourned 
E lecting a Senator. 
A l l o’clock 
Tuesday a ballot will Lo 
taken in each House of the Legislature for 
United States Senator. 
Tho result cf tho 
election is a foregone conclusion, and the 
friends of Senator Shelby M. Cullom, tho 
Republican caucus nominee, are here in 
force from all over the State. 
A few 
Democratic politicians and ex-members of 
tho Legislature are also hero out of respe 
to Gen. John M. Palmer, tho nominee of 
tho Democratic caucus. 
In the House a 
number of young Republicans will be a1 
lowed to air their eloquence in eulogizing 
the distinguished 
Republican nominee. 
Representative A. J. Lester of Sangamon, 
one of the youngest members of the Houst', 
has teen accorded the honor of placing 
Senator Cullom in nomination in that body, 
and Representative Wiley E. Jones of 
Sangamon, will do a s-imilar service on be­ 
half cf tho Democratic nominee of tho 
House for Gen. Palmer. 
Lester’s nominating speech will bo sec­ 
onded by Miller of Stark, Ross, McLaugh­ 
lin, and perhaps others on the Republican 
side, and on the Democratic side Mr. Jones’ 
nomination will be seconded by Messrs. 
Davis of Green, Brown of La Salle, and 
others. 
In the Senate Senator Cullom will 
be nominated by Horace H. Thomas of 
Cook, and Henry Setter of St. Clair will 
nominate Gen. Palmer. 
The Republican 
nomination will be seconded by Senators 
Bacon, Hagle, Fuller, and MacMillan, in 
the order named. 
It was intended to have 
Senator Matthews of Champaign second 
Senator Cullom’s nomination also, but as 
Mr. Matthews was chairman at the Repub­ 
lican caucus, a t which tho nominee was 
unanimously selected, he begged off on the 
pion that he had already been sufficiently 
honored and there were many other Sena­ 
tors fully as competent for the task and 
equally deserving of the honor.

Palm er’s nomination will be seconded in 
the Senate by Senators Edward L. Mc­

Prospects of th© B ill M aking B lack list­ 
ing Illegal. 


I n d ia n a p o lis , 
Ind., Jan. 22.—In the 
Lower House of 
the Indiana General 
Assembly a favorable report was made 
Monday on the bill forbidding tho black­ 
listing of discharged employes, and al­ 
though it is admitted to be defective in 
some respects it is pretty certain to lie 
passed.

The success of Jacks rn, 
the 
colored 
fighter from A ustralia, in his encounter 
w ith McAuIiffe a t 
San Francisco, 
has 
brought out a lot of gossip about other col­ 
ored men who gained notoriety as pugil­ 
ists. 
A New Y ork w riter recalls the per­ 
formances of some of the most famous: 
I 
“ Molineux is first brought to mind, and 
though he lived and flourished m any years 
ago he was probably the best of the few. 
Ho was born in Virginia, but journeyed 
to England and was introduced to the 
world of pugilism by his colored country­ 
man, 
Bill Richmond, 
also a fighter of 
prominence there. 
Molineux, according to 
‘Fistiana’—of w hich chronology of tho ring 
Uncle Bill Tovey used to say, ‘T hat’s a 
great Look, th a t is, and you don’t ’ear no 
m inister a denyin’ w hat th a t says, becoz 
they knows if they’d bet their money agin 
it they’d lose’—first fought in 1810, and 
was beaten twice by Tom Crib]), but he 
whipped m any good ones. 
Ho was 5 feet 
9 inches in height and weighed, in condi­ 
tion, between 180 pounds and 195 pounds. 
He diet! in Galway, Ireland, A ugust 4, 
1818, about 58 years old. 
“ Bob Travers was a dandy. 
He was 
called ‘N at Langham ’s d ark y ’ and was fre­ 
quently referred to by the English sporting 
papers as the ‘Mahogany W onder.’ 
Ile in­ 
troduced himself to Langham , who found ( 
out w hat pugilistic ability he possessed. He 
fought many times, going for such men as 
Bob Brettle, Jem Mace, and Patsy P.ear- 
don, all of whom defeated him, but his 
victories were numerous and prom inent. 
“ Young Molineax, who was born iu 1813 
and whose last battle of im portance was 
with Ham m er I .ane in 1840, whom ho beat, 
was also another black of English fame. 
He died a t Liverpool A pril 25, 1856. 
“ Bob Smith, the ‘Liverpool black,’ was 
another worth mentioning. 
He was born 
in W ashington, D. C., but crossed tho A t­ 
lantic, where lie had num erous tough rin g 
encounters. 
Among thoso he w hipped 
were H arry Allen, twice, and Tom Allen, 
the latter for only $25 a side, fifty rounds 
being fought, occupying 2 hours and 49 
minutes, on June 2, 1864, in tho Liverpool 
district. 
“ Bill Richmond was contem poraneous 
w ith Molineux. 
He was born on Staten 
Island Aug. 5, 1763, and died Dec. 23, 1829, 
a t Tichborno street, H aym arket, 66 years 
old. 
He was beaten by Tom Cribb, but ho 
caused m any gam e and scientific men to 
low er their colors. 
“ Sam Freeman, who died in this city 
Dec. 7, 1853, wns a (dover Tioxer and kept 
an exceedingly well-patronized school of 
th a t kind until a short tim e before his 
death. 
He had hundreds of friends and 
the boxing fratern ity expressed much sym ­ 
pathy for his family, as Sam w’as a well­ 
liked colored man. 
“ This ends the list of prom inent colored 
fighters and boxers who have made names 
in the pugilistic world. 
Now, 
after a 
stretch of m any years comes this new 
colored pugilistic star. 
W ill he ever be the 
w orld’s champion? 
Tho holders of belts 
will have to fight him if he says so and is 
backed by responsible parties. 
His being a 
Mack man has got nothing to do with tho 
m atter. 
E ngland’s best fought Molineux, 
Bob Travers, Bill Richmond, and others 
w’ithr u t objection, and Am erica’s best of 
this day will have to meet Jackson under 
the rules if he ‘shows cause’ or retire. How 
do you like it, heavy -w eight champions and 
ex champions?”

A m ateu r A th letes of th e W est. 
A m eeting of tho 'W estern Association of 
A m ateur Athletes, a t which several local 
societies were represented, occurred a t the 
G rand 
Pacific Hotel, 
Chicago, the other 
day. 
The principal business before the 
m eeting was the consideration of the report 
of Hie com mittee on constitution and by­ 
laws appointed a t the St. 
Louis m eeting 
last month. Six hours were spent in discus­ 
sion, which resulted in the adoption of a 
constitution. 
Tho following tem porary organization 
was made i-ermanent, to serve until the 
first championship m eeting: 
President, 
W . C. M usty; vice presidents, J. A. Deffry 
and W. W halert: secretary, E. R. 
Baker; 
treasurer, D. L. Dick. 
The question of championships was re ­ 
ferred to a com mittee consisting of Messrs. 
Rhodes, Deffry, and Hoffmeister, to m ake 
prelim inary arrangem ents, with the under­ 
standing th a t tho m eeting should take 
place in St. Louis in the fall. 
Considera­ 
ble tim e was given to the discussion of 
baseball m atters, the association being de­ 
term ined, as far as lies in its power, to 
correct the abuses which have resulted 
from am ateurs playing ball for money. 
It was decided to include base ball in the 
list of events which the association recog­ 
nizes as athletic exercises, which will pre­ 
vent men com peting in am ateur athletic 
sports hereafter who receive rem uneration 
for playing ball. 
The only exception to 
this rule will be th a t am ateur clubs will be 
allowed to engage professional batteries.

W ithin tw enty feet he recovered 
himself and threw all his strength in an a t­ 
tem pt to tu rn tho anim al safely into Pali­ 
sade avenue. 
The horse would not obey. 
A dozen people called out, “ Ju m p for your 
life!” 
Ten feet more aud the wall was 
reached. 
Lockwood saw his only chance 
was to jum p, and, throw ing his reins aside, 
lie leaped clear of the carriage wheels, 
lie 
did not land on his feet, and his head struck 
the wall. 
The horso made a clean leap 
over the wall into space. 
Lockwood’s skull 
was crushed and he died in less than an 
bour.

Dees dairying pay in the long run as a 
permanent business? It does. 
Does dairying as a specialty or mixed 
farming pay the best? Mixed farming. 


THURSDAY MORNING 
The convention was called to order at 
10:10. It being a fine morning the hail 
was filled to its utmost capacity. After 
music by the choir and prayer by Elder 
Wardner, a paper npoD "General Farm 
Management" was read by J. H . Havi­ 
land. 
If you wish to make your farm 
pay said the speaker, you must feed your 
land, and if you cannot get sufficient 
manure to keep up its fertility, you can 
do it by raising clover. Stock, corn and 
clover are profitaole to raise. 
Small 
farms are best. Instead of winter feed­ 
ing, stock should be sold by January 1st. 
Corn cut early is good feed, A few 
good sheep is profitable. A crop of boys 
and girls are also profitable, but they 
should be wellfed, clothed and properl> 
eduea'ed, aid brought up right. 
A paper on our "Penal Institutions’. 
WSB read by Mrs. M. R. Warner, and 
was in favor of a plan that would fur­ 
nish prisoner with proper employmei t. 
A resolution was here offered in favor of 
our legislature enacting a county local 
option law. 
Adopted. 
Mr. 8. H. Joiner’s paper had for its 
snbjeot "Improved Stock.” One reason 
why farmers do not keep improved ttook 
i«, they do not take agricultural papers. 
Tne benefit of raising improved stock was 
explained, the conclusion b ein g, it p u t 
more money in the farm ers’ pocket. 
It 
co sts no more to keep a good animal than 
it does to keep a scrub. 
Americana 
should breed for themselves and Dot be 
obliged to sand to other c o u n tries to g et 
animals to breed from. The Morgan 
breed of horses Mr. Joiner considered 
the most desirable for a general purpose 
horse. 
After musio by the male quartette a I 
paper on “ Farm Buildings" was read by I 
John Stockman, plans and specifications I 
being presented and explained. 


AFTERNOON DOINGS. 
In the afternoon the convention 
presided over by Mr. Haviland.
